No  extensions  were  made  to  the  town  sewerage. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  Credis  dump  continued  in  use  during  the  year.  The  site  was 
inade-  uately  controlled  and  caused  considerable  nuisance  to  the  neighbouring 
farm,  especially  from  flies.  Proper  control  can  only  be  secured  with 
additional  labour  and  covering  material  on  the  site.  The  volume  of  refuse 
increases  greatly  during  the  summer  months >  and  much  could  be  achieved  by  the 
public  if  the  large  quantities  of  paper-  waste  were  burned  at  home.

Notified  infectious  diseases  consisted  of  6  measles,  1  scarlet  fever, 
1  puli-nonary  tuberculosis  and  1  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Children  in  their  14th  year  were  invited  to  attend  the  ass  Radio¬ 
graphy  Unit  in  Bodmin.  They  were  also  tuberculin  tested  and  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G.  where  necessary  and  with  parents  consent.  A  good  response  was 
obtained.
